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1. . The Oswald conspiracy sub-parts seem more properly divided 
into political organizations and Individuals as conspirators ratlier - 
than as a foreign and domestic conspiracy. Contrary to its statement 
at the outset, the foreign conspiracy sub-part does not deal with 
possible allies of Oswald who were foreign nationals, either in the 
United States, Mexioo or Cuba. It deals only with the Cuban and 
Soviet governments. Much of the ’’disproving evidence” which is amassed 
in connection with the governmental conspiracies has little probative 
value .and the great weight of the argument comes from the conclusions ' 
that neither Cuba nor the U.S.S.R. had a real interest in thjs assassins** 
tion, jwould be unlikely to use a defector as a secret agent and, if 
they did, Oswald would have been the worst possible agent. I think 
the governmental involvement con best be dealt with by marshalling In 
a compact section the pertinent facts to those three main premises. 

It also seems appropriate to dlrcot some attention to particular 
individuals who might have; maintained contact with Oswald on behalf 
of tixe Soviet government. Thus, Marina Oswald’s possible function as 
a Soviet agent deserves particular attention, and her conduct deserves 
treatment in a single subsection. The diopter should also focus upon 
possible contacts between Oswald and persons he met through efforts 
to infiltrate the anti— Castro Cubans ini New Orleans and Dallas, friends 
in Dalles and New Orleans or persons whom he contacted while in Mexico* 
Thereafter the investigative efforts to determine other facta 
be detailed. - 


2. As this sub-chaptor is written, the reader doesn’t sea Oswald 
as a person moving from experience to experience and, thus, one cannot 
appraise Oswald’s activities apart from what is included in tliis sub- 
ohopter. If a biographical portion were provided v/hich detailed Oswald’s 
activities from the time he entered the Soviet Union until ho shot 
President Kennedy, the reader would get a view of Oswald as a man* The • 
analytical portions of the conspiracy ohapter could then be limited to '' 
the essential facts which grow out of that biography and would not have ^ 
to take such lengths, as it does now, to lay-out a set of elaborate facte 
which are not particularlyxelevant to the ultimate conclusions* For 
example, it is most unlikely on Its face that the Soviet Union would 
have recruited Oswald as an espionage agent when he was in Japan and ; 
then have him defect to Russia. Tot, considerable facts are included in 
that analysis as if they were relevant to the ultimate conclusion. 
Likewise, it is extremely unlikely that even after Oswald defected, the 
Soviet Union would have sent him back to the United States as a highly ' 



regarded espionage agent; yet, much of the discussion in Chapter VI ■ ’ ; ' 

concerning Oswald and the Soviet Union seems to proceed on the premise 
that they would have done; just that. By highlighting that biographical 
research as a part of an "analysis of governmental activities wo diatort 
the basic importance of the materials.
